Now is the time to extend credit 
judiciously, is the opinion of Ralph 
A, White, locul manager for the Bab- 
son statistical orgunization, expressed 
in an address before a meeting of the 
Atlanta Credit club at ‘the chamber or 


“~ 


According to the Babson ‘method of 
foretelling business conditions, or an- 


mlyzing the causes of panics and booms, 


business is now due for either a short 
period of inflation, or a long period of 
steady improvement, Mr, White stated. 

On the basis of calculations made 
through the Babson method, now is the 
opportune time for credit men to be- 
gin to grant more liberal credits, 
where the management of the concerns 
receiving the credit is known to be 
worthy, be declared. 

He pointed out that in booming 
times money is easy, and the tendency 
is to give eredit without due regard 
for the economic soundness of the veh- 
ture. On the other hand, he stated 
that while a depression is on, or as at 
present, gradually passing on to an- 
other period of prosperity, the credit 
man has opportunity to make friends 
and worthwhile business connections 
by carefully weighing all opportunities 
for issuing credit, and selecting the 
firms which are promising and credit- 
ing them a little more liberally than 
in a period when it is generally un- 
derstood that money is searce. 

He stated that there is the possibil- 
ity, according to Babson caleculatians, 
of a short period of inflation coming 
right away, but declared that this 
could be averted by business men. He 
expressed the conviction that business 
men would not risk allowing another 
short period of inflation to eome, and 
declared that in his belief the depres- 
sion will continue to fade into a period 
of solid prosperity.

The decision was handed down in 
a case challenging the constitutional- 
ity of the tax imposed by Pennsyl- 
Vania on authracite and was ren- 
dered by Justice McKenna, no dis- 
ent being noted. 

The importance of the decision. was 
emphasized by North Atlantic, New 
York and New England states de- 
nouncing the tax as giving Pennay!l- 
vania a monopoly and as levying a 
tribute on those states which do not 
produce but which must have 
unthracite as fuel. 

Two questions were presented, one 
whether Pennsylvania in  taxin 
anthracite and, not bitumiuous coa 
had not illegally discriminated in its 
Classification, and the other whether 
it was not a tax on interstate com- 
merce. It was contended by those 
opposing the tax that, if sustained 
by the supreme court, wheat and corn 
producing States could tax | such 
grains, the southern states cotton, and 
manufacturing states could impose a 
tax on manufacturéd products.

New Orleans, November 27,~-Open 
hearings to ferrest out the perpetra- 
tors of the outrages in Morehouse 
parish, La., where five men were kid- 
naped by hooded men several months 
ago followed by the disappearance of 
two, will be one of the plans to be 
considered by the state legal depart- 
ment, it was announced today-by At- 
torney-General A. V. Coco, of Louisi- 
ana. The attorney general said the 
procedure will be discussed at a con- 
ference with Governor Parker. 

It is seldom the “‘open hearing” has 
been used in criminal cases in this 
state. The process is authorized by 
the state’s constitution. According to 
the statute, in case all other means 
fail the attorney general may seek an 
order through the district court and 
hold open hearings summoning: wit- 
nesses as may be desired. It is a pro- 
cess to secure evidence. 

State officials have pointed out,that

Disregard of Law. 


The objections made are a general dis- 
regard of the positive requirements of our 
law as to the persons who are to conduct 
eleetions, and as to the manner in which 
these elections are to be held and the man- 
ner in which they were to be certified, 
Secretary McLendon declared. 

Without going into detail. because I aub- 
mit to you the entire record in the case, 
it i pointed ovt in this protest that in 
two counties the certified consolidated re- 
turns now in his office beartng a large num- 
ber of names, were mazifestiy all written 
by ome and the same hand. 

In other respects it appears that a single 
person held an election in a _ given pre- 
cinct, and that in manv of the returns 
there is no evidence that the persons holding 
the eleetion rere legally qualified. I sub- 
mit to you "the detailed statement, which 
lL have had compared witi the original 
records in this office, and which I find 
to be fully corroborated by the original con- 
eclidated returns. The contention is that 
the irregularities complained of will cause 
the throwing out of 3,857 votes cast for 
the creating of Peach county and will throw 
ont 8,958 votes cast against the amend- 
ment creating Peach country. itn which it 
affirmatively appears that the returns are 
not legally certified. 

It further appears that in cases where 
returns are not accompanied by the papers 
required by law, where there is nothing to 
show whether they were legally certified 
or the election legally held. there § shonld 
be thrown out of the votes counted for 
Peach county 1,192 votes and in the same 
flass of counties, of the rotes cast against 
the Peach county amendment there should 
be disregarded 4,007 votes. 

It further appears that in those coun- 
ties whese consolidated returns were based 
on illegually held elections, at precincts, 
there should be thrown out of the votes cast 
for Peach county 300 votes and of the vote 
cast against Peach county 956 votes. 

Change in Results. 
To sum up the dfferences on the as- 
sumption that the objections are real and 
substantial and of such character as to in- 
validate the returns. the total decrease in 
the vote for Peach connty would be 5,349 
votes, leaving the aetnal and legal rote 
east for the ratification of the amendment 
creating Peach county 24,493 votes. The de- 
ductions made for the same reasons in the 
vete cast against he ratification of the 
amendment creating Peach county would be 
15,921 votes, leaving the total legally cast 
vote against the ratification 22,655 votes. 
_ If these objections are sound and valid, 
then there was a majority for the ratifi- 
‘ cation of the amendment creating the coun- 
ty of Peach of 1,548.

Fortu- 
nately my experience of the last 
twelve years in this country and in 
Paris has been a schooling for me, as 
in that time I believe I have done 
everything in the way of newspaper 
writing except sports, police court, 
markets and politics.
